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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Claims 14-26 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record because it fails to teach 
or suggest a reversing linear drive comprising a magnetic armature which is to be set in 
linear oscillating motion in an axial direction with an armature stroke by the magnetic 
field of the field coil and comprising means for detecting the armature position, wherein 
the means provided at least to detect the armature position comprise a stripe pattern 
element extending at least over the entire axial armature stroke comprising an alternating 
arrangement of at least one of transparent and opaque stripes and light-reflecting and 
non-light-reflecting stripes and at least one light barrier comprising light-emitting and 
light-receiving parts whose light beams are aligned at least approximately 
perpendicularly relative to the axial direction of the stripe pattern element in combination 
with the remaining limitations of the claims.
